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Recommended Adolescent Health Care
Utilization: How Social Marketing Can Help

Fewer than half of adolescents
receive their recommended
preventive health care visits,
which is cause for concern

since adolescence is a critical
time period when many risky
behaviors begin to develop. The
underutilization of services yields
the missed opportunities for
prevention, early detection and
treatment. Health plans are assessed on their rates of adolescent well-
child care visits through HEDIS scores, yet many are struggling to find
effective strategies to improve these rates. Social marketing, the use
of commercial marketing strategies to promote socially beneficial ideas,
attitudes and behaviors, can help increase utilization of services and
promote healthy behaviors among adolescents.

The National Institute for Health Care Management (NIHCM) Foundation
has released an issue brief, Recommended Adolescent Health Care
Utilization: How Social Marketing Can Help, reviewing the evidence

on social marketing and describing previous social marketing efforts

in health care. With the aim of informing and facilitating discussions

on how health plans and health care providers can craft targeted
messages for adolescents, as well as how they can utilize new media
and technologies, the issue brief explores potential future applications of
social marketing for health plans, providers and adolescents.

What are the Health Issues that Run in Your Family?

Your family health history can help your health care practitioner provide better care for you. It can

help identify whether you have higher risk for some diseases. It can help your health care practitioner
recommend actions for reducing your personal risk of disease. And it can help in looking for early warning
signs of disease.

The Surgeon General’'s “My Family Health Portrait” is an internet-based tool that
makes it easy for you to record your family health history. The tool is easy to
access on the web and simple to fill out. It assembles your information and
makes a “pedigree” family tree that you can download. It is private--it does
not keep your information. It gives you a health history that you can
share with family members or send to your health care practitioner.

It should only take about 15 to 20 minutes to build a basic family health
history. Individuals with larger families will spend more time entering in
their information. Then you have the option of sharing it with other family
members, if you wish. They may help provide information you didn’t
know. And relatives can start with your information and create their own
history.

What is a Dental Home?

The definition of “dental home” that will become effective April
15, 2009 in Chapter 50, “Oral Health”, lowa Administrative Code
states:

“Dental home” means a network of individualized care based on
risk assessment, which includes oral health education, dental
screenings, preventive services, diagnostic services, treatment
services, and emergency services.

The lowa Department of Public Health considers “a network” to
mean both dental and non-dental health care professionals.

As a means to eliminate barriers to care, the I-Smile program
approaches the dental home as a system that allows all children,
especially those often excluded from receiving dental care, to
have early and regular care and ensure optimal oral health. In
order to do this, multiple health care providers play a role in
providing the services deemed necessary within a dental home.

The I-Smile dental home is further strengthened through 24 dental hygienists working as regional I-Smile
Coordinators to oversee referrals, provide care coordination, and act as liaison for families with community
organizations and health care providers. The end result is a system to assure optimal oral health for
children.

Budgets conditions are worse in many other
states.

Four initiatives:  Public Health Modernization Act (PH Redesign);
Plumbing Board Cleanup Bill; 2009 Omnibus Bill; Technical Changes Bill.
There will be other bills that have an impact on IDPH.

State Board of Health met Jan. 14, 2009. Two priorities: Protect the PH
Infrastructure in difficult times; Public Health Modernization Act.

Budget: lowa has a state law that expenditures can not exceed 99 percent of
the budget. Revenues are down significantly. IDPH has incurred a 4.5 %
reduction of our state funds (close to $1 million). The cuts have come

Provided an overview of procedural changes regarding billing of
outreach/informing and care coordination services to IDPH.

Changes in bill procedures begin for services provided on and after February
1, 20009.

See the form “Billing Maternal Health Services (for services beginning
February 1, 2009”. Most services will still be billed to IME. Exceptions are
outreach (presumptive eligibility), care coordination for Title V and Title
XIX clients (including oral health care coordination), and home visit for care
coordination for Tile V and Title XIX clients.

Presumptive Medicaid Eligibility for pregnant women: specific
requirements highlighted: must be an lowa resident; do not have to verify
citizenship; woman may simply state amount of family income.

Use the time and Service Input Form in WHIS to document presumptive
eligibility work.

e Maternal health new procedure will be to bill care coordination in 15 minute
increments. Total all minutes and divide by 15 to determine number of units
to be reimbursed.

— do not submit claim for care coordination provided as part of an
inform/re-inform completion.

— Do not submit claim for unsuccessful phone attempts to reach family
to remind them of periodic screens that are due.

— Do no submit claim for written communication to family — must
involve verbal or face-to-face contact with family.

e NEW care coordination caution:

— federal and state Medicaid guidelines stipulate that a child in a
targeted case management (TCM) program is to receive all care
coordination services from their assigned case manager.

— CC services for children in a TCM program are to be provided from
their assigned case manager.

— CH agencies are to refer these families to the TCM provider. lowa
DHS will provide IDPH identifying information by county of
residence for children receiving TCM services.

e Service documentation notes reminders, including maintaining a signature
log.

Marcus Johnson Submitting Claims to IDPH; Quality Assurance Monitoring

e Continue to submit monthly claims for grant fund expenditures on the GAX
and monthly expenditure reports forms.

e A separate GAX and supporting documentation will be submitted for the

HABFHGRNTE\MINUTES\FY09\01-15-09.doc



fee-for-service outreach/informing and care coordination claims.

e Both GAX forms are due to IDPH within 45 days following the end of the

month in which the services were provided.

e CMS 1500s will no longer be submitted for informing and care coordination

services.

e Listing Services on Fee-for Service GAX
e Important to document time-in and time-out in WHIS. Each agency should

print out their Time Input report to verify the accuracy of documentation.
Billing source MUST be recorded.

e Quality Assurance Monitoring: Agencies shall assure that documentation of

services in CAReS and WHIS meets requirements and supports all services
billed. Partial claims will not be paid.

e Plan for additional training:

— By Janauary 28, 2009 submit questions in writing to Julie
